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SUMMARY 


Buy  Ordnance  Depot  West  is  located  on  the 
southern  bank  of  the  Kostroma  River,  0.8  kilo- 
meters (km)  west  of  Buy  (Figure  1). 

The  installation  covers  approximately  410 
acres  and  contains  1 barracks/administration 
building,  5 barracks,  9 barracks/quarters,  9 
quarters,  1 vehicle  shed,  64  storage  buildings, 
a possible  explosives  storage  building,  12  sup- 
port buildings,  and  a small-arms  firing  range 


(Figures  2 and  3).  A possibly  associated  tank/ 
assault -gun  firing  range  is  located  9 km  south- 
west of  the  depot  near  the  Buy-Borok  highway. 

The  area  is  covered  on  7 KEYHOLE  mis- 
sions between  December  1961  and  January 
1965.  Comparative  analysis  reveals  no  ap- 
parent change  in  facilities  and  a light  level 
of  activity.
